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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-7 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Raggio 
in view of Surles or vice versa. Raggio shows a gas lift valve V that injects gas through orifices 
14e into nose 1 5, then into the interior of tubing T through an injection orifice 22 which points 
upwards. While illustrated as mounted to an external mandrell, the valve can be mounted in a 
side pocket (col. 5, lines 19-23). Surles shows such a mounting arrangement, with a seal 27 to 
help form a chamber between it and the injection orifice (similar to chamber 21c in Raggio. It 
would have been obvious to place the Raggio valve in a side pocket mandrel as shown by Surles, 
with a seal at the lower body, because Raggio teaches the equivalence of such an arrangement. 
To utilize a tangential orifice as specified in claims 3 and 5-6 would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, since applicant asserts no 
criticality in this feature. Regarding claim 4, it would have been obvious to form the Raggio 
orifice of plural orifices as shown by Surles as a fully equivalent arrangement. Regarding claims 
6-7, it would have been obvious to provide tangential injection orifices and different geometric 
shapes since applicant asserts no criticality in these features. Also note that claim 7 actually 
requires only one geometric shape, which any opening has. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 filed with the response to the final 
rejection have been considered but are not persuasive. Raggio does discuss injecting gas into the 
tubing (Abstract, line 4) and Figure 1 clearly shows an upward orientation. The fact that some 
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references exist that do not teach upward injection does not indicate that no reference teaches 
upward injection. For example, Meyers shows another gas lift valve that injects upwardly, at 
orifice 5. 

This is a RCE of applicant's earlier Application No. 10/824,574. All claims are drawn to 
the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier 
application.
